PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT

Sir: 

Please consider the following remarks. The three month response date from the date of 
the final rejection is March 6, 2001. A two month extension is hereby requested. All pending 
claims have been reproduced in an appendix below for the convenience of the Examiner. The 
appendix pages may be treated as substitute pages for the pages of claims in the present 
application. 

REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the rejections set forth in the Office Action dated December 6, 2000 is 
respectfully requested. Claims 1-27 are pending. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, 12-16, and 19-27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being^ 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,303,361 (Colwell). Claims 3, 7, 10, and 17 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Colwell in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,021,433 (Payne). Claims 4, 1 1, and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Colwell, in view of Payne, and in view of "The Java Language Enviroment." 
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
